Illinois famxbera dls6)vered only re- 
cently that: there waa a drastic aniti- 
oleo taw'^on tiie statute books of the 
state whldt was passed In 1897 but 
which h&« never been enforced.^ Ttii* 
law proMbita the sole In UUiiols of 
any butter substitutes colored to look 
Uke butter, The reason this law has 
not been, enforced previously Is, that 
Its. enforcement to left to the state's' 
attomeya, but they are' required to act 
only "on complaint."

Obviously the 
formers will prollt because of the In- 
creased consunnptlon of real butter 
and the consequent raise la price 
which might be effected.
